The Story of a Delegate and a 
Bogus “Boodle.” 


How Warren McChesney is. Said 
to Have Tricked the First 
Ward Statesman. 


— — — — 


A Little Episode Alleged to Have Oe- 
eurred in the Laclede Hotel—A Current 


Story Which the Investigating Com- 
mittee 5f the House of Delegates Might 


Investigate to Advantage. 


Ever since the Post-DisPATCH made Its expos- 
ure of the fact that the Municipal Assembly is 
organized in the interest of a ring, the cry has 
been raised that the accusation was of too gen- 
eral a nature and that tlie paper ought to come 
forward and supply some facts to guide the inves- 
tigation which was at once set afoot, but which 
has not as yet found anything out 
or displayed any very great  disposi- 
tion to go hunting for facts. In erder to assist the 
investigators a little, the Post-Dispatcu will 
give publicity to an interesting little story which 
has been going the rounds for a few days. 
saving too much to claim that the story will be 
news to the habitues of the City Hall, who have 
been telling and ‘retelling it with much 
unction and met a few amendments original with 
the narrators, but it will be none the less interest - 
ing becauge it 1g, in certain quarters, an open 
secret. The jeading characters in the little Muul- 
pal drama, as it ig being verbally rehearsed in 
City Hall circles,are Ed. Butler, Warren MeCbes- 
ney and Delegate Chris Schawacker of the First 
Ward, the two first named filling the roles 
of Mephistophelian manipulators of a little 
scheme, while Schawacker filis tne part of the 
not too innocent victim of their machinations. 
The scene is laid in a secluded room in the La- 
clede Hotel. Thethree parties mentioned meet 
and discuss politics, laying plans together fer the 
good of the city government and especially aim- 
ing to seoure such a reorganization of the Muni- 
cipal Assembly as shall insure the not too precip- 
itate and unproductive passage of the sundry 
bills whose fate is still trembling in the balance. 
Mr, Schawacker does not see things 
ion the same hght as his companions 
and candidly acknowledges that he does not fully 

the kind of arguments which they are 
using. At this interesting stage of the proceed- 
ings, so the story goes, Mr. McChesney produced 
an argument in the shape of what is commonly 
known asa “beodle”’—a good-sized, neatly ar- 
up in brown paper, just about 
| the aise and shape that a pareel of bills to the 
value of $1,000 would present tothe eye. This 
parcel, according to the story which is being told 
up at the City Hall, was handed by Mr. McChes- 
ney wo Mr. Schawacker whose political 
conversion to the views of his 
companions is said to have occurred at the inter- 
esting moment thathe gained possession of it. 
Immediately after receiving it, u is said, Mr. 
Schawacker expressed a desire 
TO RETIRE MOMENTARILY 
from the scene. Permission was readily granted 
and he left the room, sought a very secluded 
spot in the hotel, locked himself in, and tore open 
the package, which wasfound to contain about 
1,000 sheets of a very fine quality of brown tissue 
paper, all except the two outside sheets, each of 
which proved to be a nice, new, crisp $1 bill. In 
a few momente Mr. Schawacker, so runs the 
story, emerged fron his temporary seclusion, and 
re-entering the room, pale asa sheet and almost 
speechless with rage, placed the deceptive bundle 
upon the table and demanded of his companions 
what they meant. Mr. McUbhesney looked up at 
him with that benevolent smile for which he is 80 
well known, and said, “Simply that you have ac- 
cepted a oribe and are in our power, my boy.“ 
Schawacker fumed and fretted, and working 
finally up to the point of positive anger, began to 
denounce the decefvers, and a happy idea enter- 
ing his somewhat befnddied brain, cried out, 
“Anyhow, you haven't got any witnesses, 
so.” He had not time to finish the 
sentence, however, before, in response to a sign 
by Mr. McChesney, two places of concealment 
suddenly gave up their tenants when poor 
Schawacker found that he had deen entrapped— 
that be had sold himself, body and boots, to the 
enemy and had only §2in currency and a scant 
nickel’s worth of tissue paper to show for it. It 
is said that he subsequently went to Judge Terry 
and consulted him oa the subject of what he had 
better do abong it, but that that gentieman, 
with a proper regard for his own 
good public record, declined to 
have anything to sly about it. Such is the story

He left, 
and, to my surprise, during the afternoon a young 
man who said that he was areporter—a@ smooth- 
faced young fellow of about 17 yearsof age, I 
should judge, whom I had often seta about the 
City Hali—calied at my office and said: That 
game of McChesney’s on Schawacker went off all 
right.

ing day. A time and piace of meeting was ‘fixed 
for the delegates from every Congressional Dis- 
‘trict, twenty separate meeting rooms having 
"been procured for that purpose, The delegates 
were instructed that they would 
be expected to meet promptly 
and to choose from their respective bodies the 
following: First, a member for the Committee 
on Credentials; second,a member for the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization; third, a mem- 
ber for the Committee on Resolutions; fourth, a 
member for the committee which is to select four 
central committeemen at large, four delegates at 
large for the Chicago Convention, four alternates 
for the latter and two electors at large; fifth, one 
member to represent their respective districts in 
the State Central Committee, and sixth, one elec- 
tor for their respective districts, They were in- 
structed that this work must all be done before 12 
o’clock noon, at wnich time they must all as- 
semble in the wigwam for the opening of the 
convention. Moreover, times and places were an- 
nounced for the meeting of each of the conyen- 
tion committees after they were formed, so that 
when the convention opens all of its preihninary 
work could be done in twenty minutes. These 
announcements were accepted as law, and they 
saved the delegations the necessity fur 
och DISCUSSION AND CONFUSION, 
enabling hem to devote their entire 
time to the work of advancing 
the interests of their pet candidates. 
This they did with a right good will all afternoon, 
and to move around in the rotunda of the Nation- 
al Hotel was a work attended with considerable 
exertion,to say nothing of the tearful effect of the 
tobacco smoke whicll filled every portion, Gov. 
Oglesby arrived about 2 o’clock, and when he en- 
tered the dining room he was tendered a perfect 
ovation by the 500 peuple there, who pounded the 
tables with their knives, and stamped, Shortly 
afierwara Gov. Hamilton entered the dining 
room, and was accorded the same generous re- 
ception, the applause ‘not subsicing till he haa 
seated himself vis-a-vis of Gov. Oglesby, 
who was as loud as anybody in his demoustra- 
tions. 

About 4 o’clock another flurry was occasioned 
by the arrival of Senator Cullom, whose march 
fromthe street to the office counter was a 
triumphal one, the building fairly trembling with 
the cheers.

SMALL BILLS.

$5, and any holder of- standard silver dollars or 
silver certificates may deposit the same with the 
treasurer or any assistant treasurer of the United 
States in sums of not less than §10 aud receive 
therefor silver certificates of the denomination at 
the option of the bolder of $1, §2 and §5; pro- 
vided nothing therein contained shali tateriere 
with the issues of silver certificates in other de- 
nominations as now provided by law. 

THE TOBACCO TRADE.

He spoke in high praise of the gal- 
lantry of the French troops in Tonquin, ana said 
to it was due the settlement of the troublesome 
Tonquin question, Coming nearer homeg the 
speaker said France could never allow foreign 
interference with her legitimate interests in 
Europe. In his opinion the Freneh Democracy 
could exercise a peaceful and salutary influence 
on Europe, which had suffered in the past from 
failure to preserve tlie proper balance of power. 
‘The true policy of France should be to

in her present course. The frequent changes of 
government were detrimental to her dest inter- 
ests, and would result in leaving the State with 
no sure basis on which to stand. The present 
government had been more successful than its 
predecessors in its mapagement of foreign affairs, 
because it has had the support ot Parliament, 
and bad therefore been adle to address foreign 
nations with authority. The intentions of the 
Government, he said, are not obscure. Europe 
knows with whom we consort and with whom we 
reiuse to consort. Tbe time had now arrived, the 
speaker thought, when the country was ready to 
discuss the revision of the Constitution. The 
Government was desirous of such a revision, but 
thought it should be moderate and baged upon 
the actual terms of the Constitution at present 
in force. Referring to the approaching munici- 
pal elections he said he expected they would be 
completely republican.

THE TARIFF VOTE, 

The vote on the question of considering 
the Morrison bill yesterday can hardly be 
taken as au indication that the present 
House will at this session send any measure 
of tariff reform to the Senate. It was not a 
vote for and against the Morrison bill but a 
mere expression of opinion for and againat 
any reduction of the tariff as it stands. 

Of the 135 Democrats ‘and 5 Republicans 
who voted to take up the bill, a number free- 
ly declare that, while they favor a tariff re- 
duction, their support of or opposition to 
this bill will depend upon howit may be 
amended before it is put on its passage. Of 
the 99 Republicans and 30 Democrats who 
voted together against any consideration of 
the tariff question, there aresome who say 
that they might favor a tariff revision, hut 
they have plainly shown in the last Congress 
and in the present one that they are unwill- 
ing to trust any such revision te a Demo- 
cratic majority, and that they will act with 
the xepublican side on this question. 

With a majority ot only two in favor of 
tariff tegislation, and five of them Republic- 
ans under a heavy adverse pressure, there is 
but litt!e prospect that Mr, Mogrisow can 
got his bill into such a shape as te command 
enough votes even to send itto the Senate. 
As the Posr-Disr Aren said months ago, 
the contest in the House ean show only that 
almost every tariff propositian splits both 
partios. It may serve to show how the indi- 
vidual members stand on the various ghases 
of the tariff question, and that is about all, 
It remains to be seen whether it is worth 
w hile to go through so much te learn so 
little that was not known befare.

Mn. RANDALL's effort to carry enough 
votes ov er to the Republican side te apply 
the gag to the Demoeratic majerity on the 
tariff queation has failed, and his future 
course in the matter will be watched with 
increasing interest. If he la looking to Penn- 
sylvania onty fog support and promotion he 
can afford to play conspleyously the rold of 
a recognized ally of the Republicans against 
the Democrats from Congress to Congress as 
long as there is any revenue question pend- 
ing. But if he expects te recover the popu- 
larity and position he long hela in Me Dem- 
ocratic party at large it is now incumbent on 
him to make some effort toward a eompre- 
mise of the differences between his fallow- 
ers and their party--to indicate some prac- 
tical basis on which they are willing to co- 
operate with the majority of the Democrats. 
To merely stand with the Republicans in 
opposition to the Morrison bill and offer 
no scheme of his own for revenue refoyn is 
to identify himself and his followers with 
the Republican party on this question and 
to declare his approvai of the polley of that 
party, and his total want ef confidence in 
the Democratic party in regard te what has 
generally been the very keynote of the dif- 
ferences between the two parties.

The 
first effectual step in the reform of our Govern- 
ment must be a fundamental change in the policy 
of its administration work. Reform will be dim - 
cult enough with tae whole power of the Govern- 
ment exerted In accomplishing it, I have such 
faith in the benignant Providence which has 
prenided over the destiny of our country in every 
great trial bitherto that I do not despair of our 
ultimate deliverance, though 1 can no longer 
aspire to be one of the leaders in this great work. 
I bid those upon whom this august mission may 
fall God-speed,

Chat With the President of the 
American Humane Association. 
The Work of the Association— What Has 
Been Done—Special Fields of Labor— 
Cattle Transportation and : Popular 

Education. 


Edwin Lee Brown, president of the American 
Humane Society, who lectured in the city last 
night, was met to-day hy a Post-DisrpaATca 
reporter. Mr. Brown, whose activity aud 
able interest in furthering the work of the 
association, has secured him such distinguished 


recognition as the election to the office of presi- 
dent is a large portly gentleman with a full pleas- 
ant face and tron grey side whiskers. Heisa 
fluent, forcible talker and is full to the brim 
of information and ideas on the subject of cruelty 
to animals. In conversation with the reporter, 
Mr. Brown said that he had frequently visited St. 
Louis on other business besides the one he was 
now engaged in, aud he was glad of an oppor- 
tunity to meet the people in the city 
who were interested in the great work of amelior- 
ating the 
CONDITION OF DUMB ANIMALS. 

I do not claim to be a speech- maker,“ said he, 
“but 1 do not have be. A simple 
narration of facts is sufficient to 
bring tears to people's eyes, and 1 
don’t have to tell all I know. As Artemus 
Ward remarked that be was afraid to turn him- 
self ioose and be asfunny as he could, because 
people would laugh themselves to death, 80 I 
rather have to check myself than hunt for some- 
thing to say on this subject.” 

“Do you travel much in the interest of the as- 
sociation?” asked the reporter. 3 

I have not made miany trips this year, be- 
cause 1 could get away i § from 
home,“ dut last ear made 
a great many, and I have taken a good many 
shor’ uus to different places to advance our 
work. 

“Can you give me a summary of the history of 
the American Association?“ 

„Ves; the first man to start the ball rolling was 
Henry Bergh of New York. Nearly every oue 


knows the story of his struggies for the 
recognition of the rights of animals, but 
the American Humane Association was 


formed at Cieveland in the fall ef 1877, when the 
. first national meeting was held ana the national 
society was organized. Since then a convention 
has been held every year and the influence of the 
Association has coustantly been on the increase, 
The Association is the central organizatton of the 
country, but there are State apa individual socie- 
ties which are parts of it. ‘There were 100 inde- 

endeat societies before the organization of the 

ational Association, and since that time the 
spread and growth of the work has been rapid.” 

“In how many States are there associations?“ 

“I can tell you quicker the States in which 
there are none; they are not more than haifa 
dozen. I have always found the history of the 
societies to be first an organization, then a loss of 
interest and activity and a revival following 
which insures permanent and regular work. The 
chief interests under the charge of the American 
Association are such interstate matters as cat- 
tle transportation aad the educational work 
We are devoting especial attention to these twe 
fielde of effort.“ 

„How are the laws of the States with respect to 
the treatment of animals?” 

“There are few States that have not very fair 
laws on the suoject. Some of them are excellent. 
Our Lilinois law, for instance, is a very fine one, 
and is very broad. In 1t animals are defined to 
be every living creature,and under this law we look 
alter the treatment not only of domestic animals 
but of wild animals and the treatment of children. 

THE TRUTH I8 

we do as much for children as for dumb animals. 
In this respect our laws are far superior to those 
of GreatBritain, where they have theoldest society 
in existence—the Royal sSocietv forthe Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animais—which has been or- 
ganized sixty years There only domestic auimais 
are included in the provisions of the law, aud wild 
animals may be tortured with entire impunity, 
The matter has been taken up by them, however, 
ae a determined effort will be made to amend 
the law.“ 

“What has been done in the matter of cattle 
transportation?” 

“That is what we are working on now. The 
American Society offer to pay part of the expenses 
of agents employed by local societies. We have 
agents at Buffalo and Albany, and two agents are

„Has much progress been made in the work? 

Mes, a great deal of good has been done, espe- 
cially in calling attention to existing evils. Peo- 
ple had no idea what terrible outrages were per- 
petrated on cattle in transportation. I have 
seen a

loss to shippers, but the system of shipping by 
the carload instead of by Weight, as it should be, 
induces men co take the risks on the loss by death 
and injury. This system must be changed, Of 
course, when cars are hired, the railroads allow 
as many animals to be put in them as the shipper 
chooses.” 

“Do you find much opposition on the part of 
cattle men and railroad men?” 

“Yes, not of an active,open kind as of a passive 
secret kind, They obstruct as much as possible in 
a quiet way. Now, one thing we are working for 
is the use of the improved cattle car, in which the 
cattle may be fed and be as comfortable as in a 


stable, but we find*hard work having them 
adopted, as many ol the railroad men are 
interested in the cattle yards, and 


are afraid that the general adoption of the car 
will interfere with the cattle-yard business. ive 
lines of them, however, will soon be in operation. 
They can be*used for any other purpose as well 
as any other car.”

I spoke in Wash- 
jugton at a meeting at which a large number’ of 
representatives were revent and much 
enthusiasm was evoked. There is a flourishing 
society there. We have gained two impuritant 
decisions under the nationallaw in the United 
States District Courts of Massachusetts which 
encourages us in the work” . 

„Have you noticed much improvement in pub- 
lic sentiment of late years?” 

“A vast amount. Our agents receive courteous 
treatment everywhere. One of them went to 
Texas to see the round ups and to investigate the 
horrible practice of branding. Over a million dol- 
lars are lost on hides annually by branding and 
uniold misery 18 inflicted on the cattle. The 
building of fences around the ranches will great- 
ly help matters. The entire sides of some animals 
are covered with brands and their bodies twisted 
by the contraction of the skin. Our agent re- 
ceived splendid treatment from the cattie men. 
We recognize the fact that the best results will 
be obtained from the education of the public, and 
especially of the young, on this subject, and our 
attention is greatly devoted to this branch. We 
are 2 have instruction given in the schools 
through books > we are forming 
banda of mercy.
